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We publish in this number the first of a series 
of private memorials sent in to Her Majesty's 
Consul, in pursuance of the despatch from 
Rutherford Alcock, which has alr ly found 
a place in these columns. ‘These memorials, 
of which four have already been forwarded, 
have a special interest as setting forth 
the views of men well qualified to judye on 
Chinese matters, and which have not been ad- 
vanced without much previous consideration. 
Iss professedly private they are perhaps of 
greater utility than the more pretentious pro- 
ductions of the Chambers of Commerce, which 
of necessity have had to be more or less_ modi- 
fed to suit the zeneral opinions of the commu- 
nities’ representatives. In them the results of 
Individual experience, endorsed by the name 
of the writer, take the place of general observa- 
tions ; they stand, in fact, to the memorials of 
the Chambers in much the same position that 
evidence given before a Parliamentary Com- 
mittee does to an ordinary newspaper article. 
Jn the one case there is personal responsibility 
for statements made, while in the other this 
responsibility is divided amongst so many as to 
render it in a certain measure ineffective for the 
purpose intended. Into the questions raised by 
Mr. Canny's memorial we will not at the pre- 
sent moment enter ; his opportunities for judg- 
ing of the topics treated of have been extensive, 
and many of the statements made speak for 
themselves. It will piobably be the wisest 
course to defer a full criticism till the entire 
series have been made public. 
































‘Tire recent meeting of the Hongkong Chamher 
of Commerce is indicative of the increased in- 
terest which is being taken in matters connect- 
ed with China. Like the Chamber here the 
first meeting was but indifferently attended, and 
few practical suggestions were made to enable 
the commitice to draw up a letter in reply to 
the British Minister’s despatch. Like it too 
the draft prepared by the Committee did not 
meet with the approbation of the Chamber. aud 
a meeting called to consult on the subject pro- 
ved themselves disposed to go further lengths 
than the commitice had at first suggested. 
There is little doubt that the draft letter as 
presented to the meeting was not such as might 
have been expected from so influential a body. 
The chief mutters referred to, such as the open- 
ing of new ports, were sed over with a few 
remarks, aud a general expression of disapp 
ment that more was not to be couceded took 
the place of a decided protest azainst a step 
which would have proved nothing more than a 
postponement of the entire point a issue. The 
reasons assizned however for the original draft 
in both places were different. While merchants 
here demanded the free opening 2f the entire 






















































country, and imagined their cave would be 
weakened by aking for special concessions 5 in 
Tongkong a feeling was evidently uppermost 
with some of the Committee that little advant- 
tage would be gained by further facilities for 
trade with the inter It probably procecded 
from som thechairman stigmatised 
Mr. Rowitt’s remark as reflecting a want of 
confidence in the committe. It may be true 
ities for trading with the interior 
igined have not resulted if onr obtaining 
cheaper teas and silks, but the remark of Mr. 
Kresser that the cause of this has lain with the 
method of transacting business adopted by the 
ierchants is probably at the root of the matter. 
Both Mr. Rowitt and Mr. Taylor seem to 
have taken the view of the subject, which is 
more consonant with the principles of political 
economy. While we, trading ina few ports and 
ad sling in a few articles, were forced to enter into 
sharp competition, thy Chinese on the contrary 
were enabled by the few points of contact to work, 
their co-operative system to a better advantage 
The more these points of contaet, the feebler the. 
power of the gnilds to rule the market must 
become, and hence there would be a decided ad- 
vantage in opening new ports, even though our 
business should at first be limited. Whether the 
opening of the proposed ports along the coast of 
Kwangtung would be a benefit to Hongkong or 
not is n matter which may safely be left to the 
judgment of the mereantile community at that 
port. Beyond a general approval of the action 
of the Chamber here, it has refrained from ex- 
pressing an opinion on the effects of additional 
ports in the North of China. On one point 
the Chambers are perfectly in unison, and # 
is the ill effects of the present system of transit 
dues on the sale of our imports in the interior. 
Tt is scarcely surprising that many of the old- 
er merchants in China should look k with 
reyret on the halycon days which preceeded 
the second Chinese war, and should urge that if 
with every obstruction thrown in the way, 
trade so fortunate as it then was, there is 
little to he expected from the measures now pro- 
posed for extending our commerce ; but then it 
inust be remembered that it is not only in Chi- 
na but all over the world that the system of 
trading has since that time been ‘radically 
yed. At that time China was a compara- 
tively unknown country and little eapitel com- 
paratively beyond that owned on the spot, was 
invested in the trade. The effects of that war 
were doubtless to bring the trade more promi- 
nently into notice, and as the few years follow- 
ing 1860 were times of comparative prosperity,

sncl than the exigencies of the trade could 
ly absorb. Had the trade of China been the 
only one to suifer from the commercial panies of 
Tate years, we would have been disposed to ate 
tribute ils want of success to this asa principal 
reason ; but when we find that it only suffered 
Jn common with the-rest. of the world, we aro 
fairly justified in the belief that when commerce 
is fairly ‘re-established elsewhere, prosperous 
times may yet be in store for Chinn resideuts.

«Tr is currently reported amongst the Chinese 
that Ting Futai is dead.” ‘This brief an 
ment made some days ago by the Recorder ex- 
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cited an amount of interest among the older 
residents in Shanghai such as isseldom called into 
being by rumours, whether weil or ill founded, 
affecting the native officials. We have not been 
uble to verify the report, but, true or false, it has 
set people thinking about Ting Futai, his sudden 
rise to power, the liberality which we flattered 
elves would mark his administration of the 
Taotaiship of Shanghai, and the disappoint- 
ment whieh his subsequent conduct caused. A 
2 hanger on of Li Hung- 
He did a good deal of the 
work, acted occasionally as his 
‘y ready to accept any commis- 
sion intrusted to him. Placed in charge of an 
arsenal he made up for the real ill success of his 
efforts by the energy wherewith he obtained 
reports of the cefliciency of the guns and 
shell he turned out, and by claiming credit for 
improvements that were due to the fo: 
with whom he came in contact, he 
the e nt outlay in which ke involved the 
provin sury. But by one means 
another Ting suecceded in amassing a considera- 
Ble fortune, and his known ability (which we 
subsequently di red to be of the obstructive 
order) recommended him for high office. Jt is 
nv reprouch to Ting to assume that the pecu- 
i ources at his command had an influence 
ring the governor's eyes to his merits. 
appointed ‘Taotai of Shang- 
hai, and his first determined efforts to clear the 
city and suburbs of native rowdies promised 
well for his term of rale. But after the test 
afforded by the ontrage committed on Mr. Rey- 
nolds' telegraph poles by the Putung villagers, 
opinions changed, and we were forced to the 
conclusion that Ting’s ability was only an addi- 
tional obstacle in the way of advantageous 
intercourse, while his suavity enabled him to 
put a good face upon conduct which would hard- 
Ucen tolerated from a less urbane magis- 
No one regretted his removal from 
2 to the post of provincial treasurer, 
and hy the time that he appointed Futai of 
Sianysu, the constant shifting of foreign society 
had almost completely obliterated 
interest in him. He was forgotten, as many 
better and worse men had been, and his influ- 
en resident at Soochow was so sel- 
dom felt that his very existence became # mat- 
ter of indifference. But Ting, whose early 
career was rem: ly successful, chiefly in con- 
sequence of his judicions management of those 
in power, forgot himself when he was vested 
with the ii i: Knowing that

Kwo-fan’s translation to Chih-li, and Li Hung- 
chang’s approaching visit to the capital were 


announced, Ting saw the danger in which he 
was pliced by Li’s probable representations, and 
Tséng'’s sustained influence. Accordingly he drew 
up a memorial to the throne, begging that 
Tséng's strong hand should not be removed 








from the helm of provincial affiirs at a time 
when his vast ability and experience were likely 
to be indispensable. But tl ily seen 
through, and instead of eonciliating his enemies 
this action served oniy to display his weakness 
Feeling the mistake he had made, he petitioned 
for permission to obtain an audience of the Em. 
peror, on the ground that although he had been 
a high official for several years he had never 
been presented. It is well known that in time 
of peace the rule is absolute, requiring all man- 
darins to obtain an audience before receiving 
an important office. This system is merely a 
delicate _mode of veiling bribery, for during the 
visit to Peking the Iuckless mandarin is squeez- 
ed by all the official harpies who derive the 
larger portion of their incomes from this source, 
Hence a proposed visit to the capital is a prom. 
ise to lavish large sums on those likely to influ- 
ence the Imperial will. Meanwhile the episode 
in which the Tartar general Wen figured with 
Ting occurred, and its importance can be estim- 
ated correctly only by those who understand the 
rigour of Chinese ctiquette. Whatever effect 
Ting’s blunder may subsequently have had on 
his fate, it is quite certain that but for a prede- 
termination at Peking the Tartar general would 
not have so openly declared himself hostile. 
Wén had just left the capital where Ting had 
already been judged, and his practical expression 
of feeling must have thoroughly enlightened 
‘Ting as to the destiny in store for him. It 
would be easy to draw a moral from Ting’s story, 
but this task we leave to our readers.

of Ningpo, the bondholders. . 

Mr. Harwoop appeared for the Master and Crew. 

‘The Owners put in no appearance; neither was any 
answer filed. 

Frevenick Oro Hasiscn, sworn, examined by Mr. 
Eames. J am Master of the British harque, tho Faith- 
ful. She is vow at Ningpo, to which place she came 
from Hongkong and Whampoa. I had oceasion to bor- 
row money to the amount of $89 at Hongkong for the 
disbursements of the ship. I got the money on bot- 
tomry. L recognize the bond (produced). Towed $64 
to Messrs, Siemssen & Co., $20 of which were for the 
ship and crew. ‘There was a bill of $600 against the 
ship for provisions and necessaries ; this amount inelu- 
des Court fees incurred by the ship being arrested. I 
was compelled to raise the money in order to get aways 
Every debt incurred was for ship's use, except $15 
which I used for my own wants. ‘The bond was agreed 
on before the money was advanced. 1 had communi- 
cated with the owners before the bond was executed, 
to the effect that T was short of money. I recognize 
the signature of these letters (produced) as the owners’ 
signature. I lad no answer before I left Hongkoo: 
but received oneat Ningpo. I was loaded and ready 
to start at Hongkong when the ship was arrested, The 
moncy has been demanded of me at Ningpo, but Iam 
unable to pay it. The effect of the letter which I ro- 
ceived at Ningpo from the owners was to do as Robia-~ 
son & Co, told me. Robinson & Co. indorsed the bond. 
Siemssen & Co. were the ship's agents at Hongkong. 

Mr. Fames said they were only the consignecs, and 
that it was a mistake frequently made by seamen tho 
confounding of agents and consignees. 

To the Court :—I have not the ship's accounts with 
me. I sent them to the owners at Singapore.

Both spoke pretty fully, and stated that large 
etrenchments would be made in the expenditure, and 
bat the Irigh Church would be dealt with ina manner 
ich would effectually destroy all pretence of reli- 
jous ascendancy. Regarding the distribution of the 
roperty of the Irish Church, the speeches were non- 
onmittal, and this question has-become the leading 
litical topic of the day, Mr, Gladstone's intentions 
inga deep mystery, and evidently unknown to his 
olleagues. ‘The rumour runs that the measure he may 
wring in Will be allowed to pass through the House 
rithout opposition, but that it will be attacked on 
Yornmittee, when the support of many wavering Li- 
erals is calculated on. Should the scheme succeed, 
Mir. Gladstone will certainly dissolve the Parliament, 
vhen the Irish Church’ question will be settled. with 
. Vengeance. 

Earl Russell has published a third political person 
I manifesto, strongly eulogistic of Mr. Gladstone, and 
udicative of the present .posture of affairs. As the 
Tiines says, his Lordship appears anxious to fulfill the 
fice of pilot-engine to the present Administration. 
fis retirement in favour of Mr. Gladstone speaks vo- 
umes for his sincerity. 

Lord Malmesbury has retired from the leadership of 
he Conservative party in the House of Lords, a step 
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which, secing the lengthened political connection and 
strong personal friendship between hia lordship and 
the Earl of Derby, looks rather ominous for the as- 
cendancy of Mr. Disraeli. 

‘The Earl of Derby is suffering again from a aevero 
attack of gout. 

‘The Ritualists appear determined to resist the law 
as laid down by the late decision of the Judicial Privy 
Council, and trouble seems brewing in the Church 
of England at a most inopportune period, 

The Custom House at Kio Janeiro caught fire and 
was saved from total ruin by the exertions of the 
crews of the foreign men-of-war, 

‘The Allies claims yet another brilliant victory over 
tho indomitable Lopez, who has escaped as usaal, 
wounded and discomfited. On this occasion his fol- 
lowers are far more numerous at Viletta, and the 
war is now ended for positively the last time. 

The important preliminary investigation into the 
charges against the directors of Overend, Gurney, 
and Co. (Limited) has ended in the committal of 
these gentlemen for trial. It was evident at an early 
stage of the proceedings that this would be the re- 
sult, at least in the case of some of the directors. 
‘The existence of the two deeds—one of which dis; 
tinctly referred to the suspense accounts, while that, 
communicated to the public carefully concealed the 
true position of affairs—is of itself a prima facie ground 
for a more solemn and careful inquiry than the one be- 
fore the Lord Mayor's court. It is not dithcult to 
understand, from the remarkable evidence of Mr. E. 
Watkin Edwards, how the old company got into dif- 
ficulties. By the rash advice of one of their part- 
ners they had embarked in a description of business 
which required much more than simple banking know- 
ledge, and they applied to a person to assist them, 
of whom all we can say is that his evidence is be- 
fore the world. Whether, when they learned the 
position into which they had been gradually led thy 
were justitied legally in going to the public.for more 
capital, without revealhug to the public the whole posi- 
tion of affairs will now be determined by ajury. ‘The 
notoriety of the facts, the existence of secret deeds, and 
the sad sufferings which have been the result of the 
failure, all require an investigation of guilt or inno- 
ceuce before the proper tribunal.

“The heavy gusts of wind which have been felt here 
for the last three nighta, seem to have fallen somewhat 
more heavily on Canton.

Sir,—In reply to your communication of the 12th 
January last, receipt of which 1 had the honor to ac- 
knowledge on the 23rd idem, covering despatch from 
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His Excellency Sir Rutherford Alcock to Her Majes- 
ty's Consul Pedder of Amoy, in which his Excellency 
invites an expression of opinion from the Mereantile 
Communities of China upon certain points of great im- 

tance, likely to be raised in the revision of the 
‘Treaty of ‘Liontsin, I have, on behalf of this Chamber, 
to express satisfaction that a eubject of such importance 
as the opening up of the country of China to foreign 
enterprise, is likely s0 soon to be brought under discus- 
sion, 

‘The system of subsidiary ports as referred to by the 
Amoy Memorialists, this Chamber thinks one which, 
if established upon a satisfactory basis, would be of 
considerable benefit to foreign trade. 

His Excellency states that it is in contemplation to 
‘open to Foreign boats or vessels not propelled by steam, 
all inland waters, within the limits of any Customs 
district. 

‘While hailing with pleasure any step likely to in- 
crease the facilities of direct intercourse with the in- 
land marts of China, the Chamber cannot but express 
its disappointment that the means of communication is 
to be limited to boats not propelled by steam ; such a 
limitation cannot but nullify, in its opinion, to a great 
extent, the development of trade, and the security to

‘The opening of subsidiary ports on tho river Yang- 
amber cannot urge too 


tsze is a step which the CI 
strongly upon the attention of His Excellency, but as 
this subject bas been so fully entered” upon in’ the re- 
ly of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce, of Ist 
February, to His Excellency’s despatch, and as their 
knowledge of the requirements of trade in that great 
artery of China, from their juxta-position to it, must 
necessurily be much greater than that of the residents 
in the South of China, this Chamber merely ventures 
to give a general expression of its opinion as to the 
desirability of such measure being adopted to the ful- 
lest extent possible, without entering into details. 

With regard to the question of opening more Ports 
on the Coast, this Chamber, while desirous of encou- 
raging, in every way possible, commercial intercourse 
between Foreiguers and Chinese, hesitates,—while the 
system of ‘Transit Dues continues upon its present 
unsatisfactory footing,—to recommend such a step, 
and would record as its opinion that greater benefits 
would accrue to foreign trade by the greater freedom 
of transit of goods into the interior, such as would be 
obtained by the introduction of Railways, and permis- 
sion to navigate the inland waters of China by Stea- 
mers, ‘The inlets now afforded by the Ports at pre- 
sent open to trade, are in the opinion of this Chamber 
quite sufficient, with the present deficient state of the 
transit system ; the first step should, the Chamber 
thinks, be directed towards the improvement of that 
aystem, and the development of inland communication, 
Vefore ‘further expenses are entailed in establishing 
Cousular establishments upon the seaboard of China. 

At the mecting held to consider the above it 
was agreed to substitute the spirit of the follow- 
ing instead of the last clause. 


1.—That the ultimate object of these negotiations 
with the Chinese being the opening of the whole coun- 
try for purposes of trade, the more ports that are open- 
ed the nearer we shall be to the attainment of the end 
in view, and the tore complete will be the satis- 
faction ‘of the mercantile community of JTongkong. 

2—That this Chamber learns with extreme regret 
and dissatisfaction that steamers are to be excluded 
from the inland waters, which may be opened to other 
foreign vessels, and that this Chamber w: 
all that the Chairman of the r of 
Commerce says on this subject, in his letter to 
H.B.M. Consul at Shanghai, dated Ist February 1869. 
—That it be particularly uryed that steamers should 
be permitted to ply on the West Coast, including 
Hainan, as far as the Gulf of Tongking, on the West 
River,and on the River above Canton, and also the East- 
ern Branch of the Canton River, for purposes of fo- 
reign trade. 

4—That this Chamber is most anxious to see some 
steps taken towards the introduction of railways and 
telegraphs in China. 






































MR. COOPER AT CALCUTTA, 
The Bengal Chamber of Commerce received Mr.

between India and China, Mr. Cooper was introduced 
Ly the president, and was very warmly welooraed 
In the course of his iutroductory remarks, the Chair- 





jovernment, for many reasons, may not bo 
willing or able to recogniso officially the projected work 
of Mr. Cooper, but T can assnre him he haa tho 
heartiest sympathy of his countrymen in Calcutta, ax 
well as that of our other fellow-citizens—Americans, 
Germans, Greeks, Armenians and others [ see around 
me—and all that moral support which we collectively 
can extend to him, will, {am sire, accompany him 
during his travels.’ Gentlemen, those who go forth in 
this disinterested manner, as [ may say, with their 
lives in their hands, to open out to our knowledge an- 
known lands, lands of great political and mercantile 
value, have always carried with them the sympathy 
of the civilised world.” : 

Mr. Cooper read a memorandum, of which the 
Englishman gives an abstract. He could not conceive 
on what grounds the idéa had gained a footing that 
the opening of communication between Burmah and 
Yunan would benefit thatipart of India. British Bar- 
mah would greatly benefit by the transit of an exten- 
sive trade along its great water hi ys, but it seem- 
ed utterly impossible that India should’ be able to 
compete or take part with Burmah in the trade be- 
tween that country and China, It was not therefore 
by tho Bhanmo route that India could advantageously 
communicate with China, For centuries past China 
hal had close political and commercial intercourse 
with Lassa, the capital of Thibet. It was more than 
a year since that he started to reach Sudeya in Assam 
vid Bathang and Zyyu, and he felt little diffidence 
in advocatingthe political importance of communi- 
ating with China and Central Asia by this route. 
‘Taking Sudeya on the Bhramapootra as the furthest 
navigable point on that river, and crossing over to Zy- 
yu, the first Thihetan station on the northern borders 
of ‘Assam, it opened a door directly into Central Asia 
from India, and it was this important consideration 
which influenced him in advocating the opening of tho 
Zyyu and Bathang route, With respect to the im- 
portance of the route ina commercial point of view, 
aie, Cooper believed that in the m the

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estimated. Szchuan was the richest province in Chi- 
na, but its produce would never be brought to the 
west for arket. ‘Thibet, however, teok from Chi- 
nator 6 million pounds of brick tea annually, and 
this opened a prospect for Assam which'was nov to be 
lightly estimated. Jt was by the Zyyu and Bathang 
route that the Assam tea must find its way into Cen- 
tral Asia. This route, besides opening a tea market 
for Assam, would make the Bhramapootra the line 
of transit for an enormous trade in piece goods, which 
the people of Central Asia would gradually seek in the 
Assam market. 

His reasons for preferring the Zyyu and Bathang 
ronte were, first, the political importance of communi- 
cating with Central Asia directly from our own pos 
sesions, and secondly, its importance as giving us 
communicati ‘ith the grand trade route of Central 
Asia, and opening a market for Assam tea and Man- 
chester goods. Mr. Cooper stated that one of the dif- 
ficulties in the way of the proposed route was that 
the Thibetan authorities would never admit us into 
the country until an English Minister resided at Las- 
sa, and British influence was brought to bear- on 
them, ‘The Lama Government in Lassa had issued 
orders that no Thibetan was to purchase Assam 
tea, and the passes all round Assam were caro 
fully guarded. “The Chinese, fearing the loss of their 
tea trade with Central Asia, secretly backed up 
the Lamas in their prohibition, The Pekin Govern- 
ment, in order to preserve their trade, subsidised tho 

Chief Lama Monsteries of Thibet. Although he 
(Mr. Cooper) advocated the opening of this ronte, he 
knew too much of the difficulties to be surmounted 
to indulge in the hope that it could be opened for 
trade without pressure being brought to bear upon 
the Lassa authorities. Mr. Cooper, in concluding the

In the Mahommedan mosques of Veking there are 
means provided for learning the Arabic and Persian 
languages. Not only is the Arabic required for under- 
standing the Koran, but the Persian also for ac. 
quaintauce with the commentaries A _ suitably 
qualitied Abhung teaches both these languages 
to the pupils. Three years ago, a native of 4 den 
found his way to one of the mosques in this city. 
He had gone to Bombay, and claimed the privileges of 
a British subject. Once in China, he supported him- 
self by the charity of the native Mahommedans, who 
communicated with him through the medium of the 
Arabic langu: When he appeared one day at the 
London Mission Hospital in. Peking, it was in com- 
pany with two pupils of a mosque where he was 
recciving hospitality. He wished a passport, but was 
referred by Mr, Wade, then acting as Minister, to 
the Consul at Tientsin. This man was aiterwards 
lost sight of. 

Tn each mosque there is a bathing honse, where hot 
water is provided, and shower-bath rooms. On Fri- 
days, the worshippers first pnrify themselves in the 
ath’ rooms, and then proceed to the mosque, where 
service is held at 21.31. The floor is of wood, and 
is kept very clean, being intended for kuecling on 
in all parts. On entering, the shoes are left at the 
door. ‘The Ahhung mounts the pulpit on the north- 
west of the building, reads prayers in Arabic, and 
addresses the people in the Chinese language on mor- 
al and religious duties. 

An Abhung is a regularly educated teacher, who 
is invited to act as a sort of clergyman, bringing 
with him recommendations from the chief ii 
the mosque where he received instructi 

‘The elders of’a congregation are called Imami, used 
in the Versian and Turkish New Testaments for 
“«priusts,” but meaning properly in Arabic ‘ be- 
lieve 
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ratus for funerals is kept at the mosque. 
Jt consists of coffin and case and bier, with lamps 
for incense lurning, and other things used in proces- 
sions, White is the mourning color, as it is probably 
thronghout the Asiatic nations, and was among the 
ancient Jews, this being the natural color of sackcloth. 
‘The collin is not buried with the dead, but brought 
Dack to he used on future occasions, The body and its 
clothing are placed in the grave wilhout any wooden 
casing, 

‘At funerals, the whole Koran in its thirty sections 
should be read, once or oftener according to the age of 

Four or eight readers go to the house 
, and there read with their faces to tho 
west. ‘The object of reading the Koran is the expia- 
tion of sin. One reading of the Koran expiates the 
sins of one year. Rich persons therefore have the 
reading performed once for each year they have lived. 
Before the age of thirteen it is svipposed that there are 
no sins to be expiated ; and the counting therefore 
Legins from that time, A man of 40 years therefore 
will have the Koran read twenty-seven times for the 
complete expiation of his guilt. 

‘This custom leads to an extension of the art of read- 
ing, and has originated a class of unplaced Abhungs, 
sho gain their bread hy reciting the Koran, and re- 
jnain in one place, or wander from one mosque or town 
to another, in scatch of employment. I knew one of 
these in Peking who had travelled in all parts of Man- 
chnria and Moagolia, and was well acquainted with 
the geography ef those countries, He was a native of

No one living in North China, and examining into 
this point, cau fail to notice the peculiar features of 
the Mahommedans, ‘The eyes are less oblique and 
deeper than those of the Chinese, the forehead recedes: 
less, the face is more oblong. + The inference seems 
to be that the Mahommedans of North China are ori- 
ginally of the Persian stock and language. As to the 
time when they came it hina, it was when Tartar 
sovereigns of the Liall, Kinand Yuen dynasties ruled 
that country in whole or in part. The researches of 
the Archimandrite Palladins have- shown that the 
commion tradition among the Mahommedans, asserting 
their entrance into this country in the T‘ang dynasty, 
is entirely unfounded.

Inpours.—We have had a large business in Cottons dur- 
ing the week, the prislcipal part of which, however, has 
been confined to sales and resales amongst Foreigners.— 
‘The natives in their wish to keep the price down not hav- 
ing been large operators. In Shirtings the telegrams from 
home and good news from Hankow caused a firmness 
though not an advance in prices, but Thursday's advices 
from ‘Tientsin being somewhat more encouraging than 
those by former steamers, some advance on present prices 
is looked for.

‘TeA.—The only business in Congous since our last is the 
settlement of one parcel of 300 chests at Tis. 19, shewing 
no change on prices previously current ; in Green Teas on 
the other hand, the activity which we noticed Inst week 
has continued and rather large purchases have again been 
made both for England and America. As the stock is 
now getting toa small compass Teamen shew less dosire 
to realise and are sellers only when they can obtain an ad- 
vance of from 1 or 2 tacls on the rates they would have 
accepted a fortnight ago. 

‘The Export to America is already 17,000,000 Ibs. and 
with the two Cargoes in port will reach about 19,000,000 
Ibs. against a total of 12,600,000 Ibs. Inst season. To Eng- 
land there is a decrease of about 2,000,000 Ibs., but with 
what will go forwant in the vessels now on the berth the 
supply will be quite equal. to the requirements there. 
With these facts before one it would be a matter of as- 
tonishment in any trade but the Tea Trade how so many 
buyers could be found at the still high prices ruling.
